The Vicious Circle

I LIED investigators recently uncovered a 


cachr of some fiOf) lnrgc-caliber hcwitzers

were innclf shortly thereafter, and in all. since the 
firsl of the year, more than seven surh clandes- 
linr arsenals, all of tl>cm containing war muni- 
linns in excess of the total agreed to hy Germany 
in signing tin- ponce treaty, have been located. It

These are among the things that France 


icints to ns a justification for her policy of force 
in collerLion of reparations and-repression of 
Germany in general. Undeniably they are evi- 
dr-nr-o that Germany is dodging her treats- obli- 
gations. 
Undeniably they lend strength to the. 


French prediction that Germany wants and 
moans to have a war of revenge as soon as she 
ran hy nny moans compass it. And yet one has 
no doubt Hint there is a German explanation that 
In nno who hikes a German view of things seems' 
quite as reasonable and justifiable as the French 
attiludo seems to Franco. 
The German feels 


that tho peace imposed upon his country after 
the war was a peace of crushing cruelty, imposed 
hy violence, and that there is no hope for Ger- 
many to escape from the conqueror's heel es- 
;ept in gathering strength sufficient to overthrow 


him. 
Ho looks upon storing up of munitions in 


violation of the treaty not as a dishonorable 
breaking of Germany's pledge but as ft patriotic 
flop toward liberation, in violation of a promise 
obtained by force. 


Tho pity of it is that there is a great share of 


truth in what both Germany nnd France feel 
toward each other. Their mutual animosity and 
distrust finds much to feorl upon, nnd the hatred 
of each stimulates nnd warrants tho fear and sus- 
picion of the other. 
It is another example of the 


"vicious circle", and unless something can be 
done to break it up the. world may with some 
certainty expect that it will culminate again in 
war in the next generation or so. as it has done 
in ours. 


Somehow Iho world has got to find some 


*av to stop tho, French and the Germans from 
being afraid of each other. 
And the way is hard- 


ly to be found, one may think, along the present 
course Ihat world events are being steered. 
Neither France nor Germany will ever find safe- 
ty from the other, or a subsidence of fear, in 
«rrat armament. Each has tried that—and each 
has found that in the long run it meant unsuc- 
cessful war nnd ruin. Yet hardly has this last 
disastrous proof of its fallacy been completed be- 
fore the race begins again, as madly.-as desper- 
ately as over. The proof of the fallacy seems 
only to make each nation more afraid of its 
neighbor, and more determined to devote itself 
completely to the futility of threat and violence. 


In the closing days of the war we thought 


the lesson of war's futility had been well learned 
In tho terms of Iho. armistice we saw tho dawn of 
n new day that would replace the "vicious cir- 


cle" and its endless and ever widening cycle ot 
lialred, fear and cruelty with a new mechanism 
that would engender peace and reasonable com- 
promise. It wns a false dawn. 
It faded, and the 


darkness seems to have settled back upon the 
>vorld. Yet tho dnv must come. or. civilization 
must tear itself to pieces. The salvation of he 
world lav in tho "Fourteen Points", or .in the 
attitude and spirit which they sought to express. 
And at length, one must hope, the world will con- 
vince itself of tho inevitable failure of the oppo- 
site course and trv for a valid and practical Ine 
:-nd let-livo policy in which all nations can find 
the 'essentials of their own well-being withou 
challenging the rights of their ™.ghboi*.

vill surely come to this, unless mankind s a to 
gethcr blind and stupid in the presence of the les- 
sons of its experience.
